Vienna, May 19.—It is stated here 
that ex-Queen Nathalie‘of Servia is ep 
route to the palace of Sinia at Kuch- 
erast, the capital of Roumania, a fact 
which givesrise to the rumor that 
important political events may follow 
her expulsion from Servia. 

BELGRADE, May 19.—Aftera cun- 
sultation of the Ministers and Regents 
this morning, it was decided to expel 
Nathalie from Servia, and instruc- 
~tions.te that effect were given the po- , 
lice. A strong force of gendarmen| 
made a fresh attack upon the Queen’s 
palace and succeeded in breaking 
through the cordon of students and 
citizens guarding Nathalie. After a 
sharp fight the gendarmes succeeded 
in entering the palace. The gen- 
darmes then forced their way into 
Nathalie’s bed-room and summoned 
her to arise, as she must instantly 
leave Servia_ territory. The Queen 
calmly replied she would yield to 
force, and requested the students, 
whe so gallantly defended her, to 
make no further resistance. The 
Queen was then allowed to dress her- 
self, and after bidding adieu to the 
leaders of her defendants, during 
which a most touching scene was 
Wittiessed, she Was escorted to a 
private carriage which was waiting 
at the palace entrance and hastily 
driven to the railroad station, “fol- 
lowed by cheers of students and citi- 
zens of Belgrade, whose enthusiam 
had to be kept within’ bounds 
by a display of an overwhelm- 
ing force of troops. At this station a 
spocial train was in waiting and the 
Queen was immediately conveyed on 
board. No sooner was the Queen and 
her baggage boarded than the train 
left the depot for the Hungarian fron- 
tier. The populace are enraged 
against the Minister of War, Colonel 
Milrics, who is underssood to have 
been the most active of the ministers 
in insisting that. Nathalie should be 
expelled. , Popular feeling against him 
is 80 great it ig probable he will be 
compelled to’ tender his resignation,

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Precious Few of Those Hopefully Sent in 
Ever Get Examined. 

“I have had something to do with the 
business of story writing in my time, 
both asa producer and asa judge of 
other people's work,” said a man of let- 
ters to a writer for the Washington 
Star. ‘The latter occupation I finally 
abandoned, because the labor of inspect- 
ing manuscript contributions in bulk 
was too wearing. I don’t think it 1s 
found particularly so, as a rule, by 
readers for magazines, because they 
neglect it. Often it is impossible that it 
sould be otherwise. One great month- 
iy in New York city receives 1,200 man- 
as. sits every week in the year. If its 
reading staffs were multiplicd by Six 
proper examination could not be given 
them all. As it is it is the exception 
that is so fortunate as to be looked.at. 

“Persons send contributions to the 
bit magazines with the notion that they 
will be read. They are victims of a de- 
lusion, usually. I, who have seen the 
inside works cf such concerns, say it. 
Phe task of getting through the vast 
number of manuscripts submitted is so 
hopeless that little more is attempted 
with the great majority than to return 
them, ordinarily after many days. If 
you are at all known by reputation, your 
offering is likely to be inspected, but 
not otherwise. 

“Games have often. been tried upon 
the great monthlies for the purpose of 
secing whether this was so or not. 
\W. Cable. the fameus author, 
published the results of a few such ex- 
periments of his own awhile ago. He 
sent two or three of his stories, under 
an assumed name, the rounds of the 
New York magazines. They were re- 
‘fused by every one—found ‘not avail- 
able’-—whereupon he dispatched them 
over his own signature and they were 
promptly accepted. Before he achieved 
his reputation he was unable to secure 
the printing of many of the tales which 
have since come to be regarded as clas- 
sical. ‘Possom Jone’ was hawked about 
the metropolis in vain; not. an editor 
would buy it. It was this early experi- 
ence which led Mr. Cable to his subse- 
quent experiments, the result of which

lies iad searcely the slightest show 
upon its merits unless a known name 
\. 3 attached it. 

“Several years ago, when I was alto- 
gether unknown, I myself used to try 
some little tricks upon the magazine 
readers, such as putting the. smallest 
possible daub of glue between two of 
the pages of my manuscript or turning 
one of the leaves upside down. Invari- 
ably upon the return of the contribu- 
tion I would find the two pages still 
stuck and the turned leaf as_ before, 
proving that it really had not. been in- 
spected. It was discouraging, though 
not so much so as to suppose that my 
work had been fairly read by an expert 
and pronounced not worth publisging. 
You may try the trick yourself and you 
will-find that it will goevery time. 

“On one occasion I senta story to a 
certuin important monthly entitled 
‘The Crystal Ball.’ The editor returned 
it with the usual thanks, saying: ‘We 
are sorry to find that your contribution 
called ‘**The Cheerful Bull” is not avail- 
able for our purposes.’ It reminded me 
of the famous translation of “Triste 
Lupus,’ by a classmate of Tom Brown 
.at Rugby, as ‘The Sorrowful Wolf.’” 

A GEORGIA SERPENT. 
He Dug His Way Under a Dam and 
Stopped the Mill. 

The region hereabout, says an Ath- 
ens (Ga.) correspondent of the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat, has long been noted 
as the abiding place of monster speci- 
mens of the snake tribe and many won- 
derful stories ate told of serpents. of 
marvelous size and prowess, denizens 
of the swamps and brakes of this and 
adjoining counties.
